Economic Council Head 
Says Party Platform, 
President's Known Pol- 
icies Will Be Basis for 
Recommendations, 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23 (AP)— 
President Truman today named 
the chairman of his Economic Ad- 
visory Council, Dr. Edwin G. 
Nourse, to direct planning of the 
anti-inflation program which the 
President will present to Congress 
in January. 

Nourse told reporters of his 
selection after a conference with 
Truman. 

The appointment came as signs 


appeared that inflation may have 
Teached its peak or passed it. 
However, similar signs showed up 

early in 1947 and 1948 only to be 
wiped out by another upsurge in 
the boom, 

Nourse said the President had 
telephoned him from Key West, 
Fla., while vacationing there, and 
asked him to take on the planning 


job, 
Other Agencies to Help. 

Nourse said he will co-ordinate 
the work with the help of the 
Secretaries of the Treasury, Com- 
merce, Labor, Agriculture and In- 
terior, and Thomas McCabe, chair- 
man of the Federal Reserve 
Board. 

Nourse added that, at times, 
other agencies would be called 
in. He cited as examples the 
Budget Bureau and the Housing 
expediter. 

Nourse said the work of this co- 
ordinating group would be carried 
on between now and when the 
President’s State of the Union 
message, his economic report and 
the budget message are submitted 
to Congress early in January. 

In addition to these messages, 
Nourse said, special messages cov- 
ering specific anti-inflation legis- 
lation would be submitted to Con- 
gress. 

Final Decision to Be Truman’s. 

Replying to a question, Nourse 
said the co-ordinating group would 
present to Truman a “definite” 
anti-inflation program, but that 
the final decisions would be made 
by the President. 

He added that the program 
would be drawn up “in the light 
of the (Democratic) platform and 
the policies of the President as 
have been revealed.” 

Truman has wanted “standby” 
powers to restore price controls 
and ration scarce materials, if 
necessary, 

When a reporter asked whether 
Nourse believed it would be pos- 
sible to roll back prices, he replied 
quickly, “Brother, you are way 
ahead of me on that one.” 

Asked whether he felt infla- 
tionary pressures are as great now 
as they were a year ago, Nourse 
commented, “The economic report 
of the President will take a pretty 
definite position on that.” 

The Economic Advisory Council, 
which Nourse heads, submits in- 
formation to the President which 
becomes the basis for his economic 
report to Congress. 

Nourse was appointed to his 
present post when the Economic 
Advisory Council was created in 
1946. He has an extensive back- 
ground as an economist, both as 
teacher and writer, particularly 
in the field of agricultural eco- 
nomics. He is a former director 
of the Institute of Economics of 
the Brookings Institution, a pri- 
vately-financed research organi-

A medical bulletin signed by 
five doctors and incorporated in 
the Palace announcement said “a 
defective blood supply to the right 
foot causes anxiety.” 

No Blood Clot, Dispatch Says. 

Newspapers and court circles 
generally interpreted the bulletin 
to mean that a blood clot had 
formed in the right leg, but a dis- 
patch by Buckingham Palace of- 
ficial correspondents several hours 
later said the King was suffering

ROGER SLAUGHTER 
S INDICTED ON 
LOBBYING CHARGE 


Former Missouri Con- 
gressman Once ‘Purged’ 
by Truman Accused of 
Failing to Register, 


a 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23 (UP) 
Roger C. Slaughter, former Mis- 
souri Democratic congressman 
who once was “purged” by Presi- 
dent Truman, today was indicted 
by a federal grand jury on 
charges of violating federal lobby- 
ing laws. 

Slaughter was the anti-Admin- 
istration member of the House 
Rules Committee who was de- 
feated in the 1946 Democratic pri- 
mary in Missouri by Enos Axtell. 
President Truman intervened to 
help Axtell win. Subsequently in 
the general election a Republican 
was elected. 

The grand jury charged that 
Slaughter failed to register with 
the House of Representatives 
clerk and the Senate secretary 
as a lobbyist although he alleged- 
ly was employed by three organi- 
zations in their efforts to in- 
fluence legislation, 

Under the law, anyone who 
seeks to influence legislation must 
register with congressional au- 
thoritfes. Violators are liable to 
a maximum penalty of $5000 fine 
and one year imprisonment. In 
addition they can be barred from 
all lobbying activities for a three- 
year period. 

The grand jury said Slaughter 
was in the employ of the Board 
of Trade of Kansag City, Mo., the 
Board of Trade of Chicago, and 
the Minneapolis Grain Exchange, 
and that; on another occasion, 
was employed as a lobbyist by the 
North American Export Grain 
Association of New York City, but 
had not registered. 

The indictment charged he tried 
to influence the Eightieth Con- 
gress in: 

1. The defeat of a Senate bill 
to increase margin requirements 
on speculative transactions on 
commodity future exchanges. 

2. Defeating Senate ratifica- 
tion of the international wheat 
agreement. 

3. The passage of amendments 
to bills to extend a federal 
charter to the Commodity Cred- 
it Corporation which deprived 
the CCC of its right to lease 
grain storage facilities, to limit

Extension of the $4,785,000 Com- 
munity Chest campaign for one 
week, to end next v. Nov 
30, was announced by Howard F. 
Baer, campaign chairman, at to- 
day’s report luncheon of workers 
at Hotel Statler. 

Additional pledges of $315,720 
were reported today, bringing the 
total subscribed to $4,136,074, or 
86.3 per cent of the amount 
sought. 

In the solicitation to date, the 
higher percentages of quota 
reached have been: Special gifts, 
$1,392,780, 92 per cent; large firms, 
$1,936,352, 86 per cent; and St. 
Louis County, $150,452, 84 per cént. 
Chairmen are: Special gifts, Ed- 
mund T. Allen; large firms, 
William M. Rand; and County, 
Mrs. Harry E. Wuertenbaecher 
and Mrs. George Engelsmann Jr. 

Pledges at the last report 
reached only 80 per cent of the 
amount sought. The campaign 
began Nov. 8. The failure to reach 
the objective today was said by 
the chairman to call for “no 
alibi,” as “a magnificent effort” 
has been made by the workers to 
raise the quota for the 100 health 
and welfare agencies dependent 
on the success of the campaign. 

Baer said there were obvious 
reasons why the campaign has 
not moved as rapidly as was first 
hoped — an intervening holiday, 
Armistice day, and five days of 
bad weather. “What remains,” he 
said, “can be done in another 
week, even with the Thanksgiving 
holiday. We must not relax our 
effort until the bottom of the 
barrel has been scraped.”

Frame construction within the 
St, Louis fire limits, which cover 
most of the city, has been pro- 
hibited for many years, The 
amendment which would allow 
the use of flame-proof, fire re- 
sistive lumber in homes provides 
that the residence be limited to 
two floors and a basement. 

Restrictions which now prevent 
erection in the city of the Lus- 
tron house of new-type, porcelain- 
enameled steel construction, would 
be lifted under the other proposed 
amendment. The Mayor asserted 
inquiries received at the building 
commissioner’s office indicate that 
as many as 1000 of these homes 
may be erected in the St. Louis 
area within the next year, and 
that a substantial number would 
be built in the city if the existing 
restrictions were abolished. 

The Mayor asserted it is impor- 
tant in view of the acute housing 
shortages that the use of new and 
cheaper building materials and 
methods, which conform to safety 
requirements, be permitted in the 
city. 

Exhaustive Tests Made. 

Approval of fire-resistive lum- 
ber, he pointed out, follows many 
exhaustive tests by the building 
commission and fire marshal, One 
amendment will require that all 
wood used in residential construc- 
tion for studs, “joists, rafters, 
beams, girders, underflooring and 
outside facing must be “fire- 
proofed by an approved vacuum 
pressure,” and that each piece 
must have the identification mark 
of the firm which processed it. 

Foundation walls and footings 
must be of masonry or concrete. 
Ordinary lumber may be used only 
on floors, trim, baseboards, picture 
moulds, stair rails, doors, win- 
dows, handrails and stair treads 
and risers. 

A demonstration Lustron home 
was erected here in July at 1204 
North and South road, It was 
built by the Lustron Corp. of 


construction Finance Corp, loans 
of $25,000,000 for development of 
the new-type fabricated residence. 

Although factory built, the home 
has no component parts larger 
than would be found in a conven- 
tionally built residence, and it 
must be assembled on the site. It 
is expected that eventually it will 
be possible to use the fabricated 
sections in construction of homes 
with various floor plans. 

The demonstration home is a 
one-story structure, built on a con- 
crete slab floor 31 by 35 feet, with+ 
out basement. It has a conven- 
tional framework of steel stud- 
ding, joists and rafters. The 
enameled steel siding and roof 
units. are two feet square, and the 
enameled inside wall panels some- 
what larger. Between them is fi- 
ber-glass insulation. 

125 a Day 

Despite the steel shortage, the 
Lustron company expects to pro- 
duce about 125 houses a day at its 
Columbus plant. 

Mayor Kaufmann said his spon- 
sorship of the two. pro 
amendments is in line with the ad- 
ministration’s policy of reviewing 
and revising the building code 
from time to time “to keep it at- 
tuned to a changing world.” 

, “Remarkable strides have been 
made in just the last few years in 
the field of building materials,” he 
said. “We shall do everything we 
can to encourage better, quicker 
and cheaper building materials 
and methods which conform to 
good safety practices. 

“The building code was estab- 
lished to protect the public and 
not to freeze outmoded materials 
or customs. It is more important 
than ever in this day of acute 
housing shortages that no legal 
barriers stand in the way of prog- 
ress in construction.”

Truman and Marshall

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23 (AP)— 
A top administration official esti- 
mated today it would cost the 
United States around five billion 
dollars to try to save China from 
the Communists. 

This official, asking that his 
name be withheld, told a reporter 
he is convinced that only a pre- 
gram of that size, and one combin- 
ing both military and economic 
help, would stand any chance of 
success, He added the five-billion- 


dollar figure has been mentioned 


by several Cabinet officers in dis- 
cussing what—if anything—can be 
done to help the hard-pressed na- 
tionalist government of Generalis- 
simo Chiang Kai-shek. 

The official did not proféss to 
know, however, whether President 
Truman and Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall got around to 
talking about any such specific 
estimate in their first post-election 
conference yesterday. 


Foreign Field Reviewed. 


The White House reported only 
that the two men reviewed the 
whole range of foreign relations, 
including China, all of Asia, and 
Europe. Press Secretary Charles 
G. Ross called Marshall’s report 
“very informative” and said the 
Secretary might return for fur- 
ther talks today. 

Marshall was not on the Presi- 
dent’s calling list for the day, 
but Ross said the secretary is 
“free to come and go.” It was 
announced that Marshall would 
hold a press conference tomorrow 
afternoon, his first since his re- 
turn from the United Nations 
meeting in Paris. 

Diplomatic authorities described 
Truman as eager to reach a de- 
cision on China quickly so he can 
reply in greater detail to Chiang’s 
urgent appeal last week for more 
American help.

The money would be 
used to buy military supplies and 
prop up China’s currency. 

The five-billion-dollar figure 
would include funds for a third 
purpose—purchase of huge quanti- 
ties of consumer goods, such as 
food and clothing, for Chinese 
civilians. The objective would be 
to discourage hoarding and black 
market operations.

FLY ASH GONTRGL 
ORDINANCE VOTED 
IN GRANITE GIy 


Measure First of Type to 
Be Passed in Any East 
Side Town—Result of 
St. Louis Campaign. 


An ordinance to reduce fly ash 
and control smoke was adopted 
last night by the Board of Alder- 
men of Granite City in the first 
action providing . penalties for 
smoke and violations 


Aloys P. Kaufmann and James L. 
Ford Jr., leader in smoke elimina- 
tion in St. Louis. 

Mayor Charles W. Moerlien of 
Granite City told the Post-Dispatch 
today the ordinance was a direct 
result of the campaign started in 
December, 1945, by Mayor Kauf- 
mann and Ford, Adoption of the 
measure followed a study by a 
committee of Granite City of- 
ficials and citizens, appointed by 
Mayor Moerlien last June after 
the fly ash and smoke bill was in- 
troduced. 

Declaring that efforts to control 
the smoke and fly ash nuisance in 
Granite City through voluntary 
co-operation had failed, Mayor 
Moerlien said: “Granite City has 
decided that an ordinance with 
teeth in it is the only answer to 
the control of fly ash, smoke and 
fumes. The situation today is as 
bad as it was when we started 
an educational program, which it 
was hoped would lead to voluntary 
control. The chief offenders are 
five large steel plants, one of 
which has admitted pouring 21 
tons of fly ash into the atmos- 
phere daily.” 

Provisions 


of Ordinance. 

The ordinance was drawn with 
the assistance of Raymond R. 
Tucker, professor of mechanical 
engineering at Washington Univer- 
sity and former St. Louis Smoke 
Commissioner. It spécifies a sieve 
for smoke stacks small enough to 
hold back particles as fine as 
flour, Tucker told the aldermen in 
explaining the ordinance techni- 
calities. Penalties provided are 
fines ranging from $50 to $200 for 
each violation, with the Aldermen 
serving as the administrative body 
to. handle complaints and conduct 
public hearings if necessary. 

A full-time engineer will be em- 
ployed by the city to inspect fuel- 
burning equipment in the steel in- 
dustries, business houses and 
homes. No time limit was fixed 
for installation of new equipment, 
and Mayor Moerlien said the city 
would be lenient with industries 
and business firms, which present 
définite evidence they are taking 
proper steps to eliminate viola- 
tions. Offenders failing to take 
proper action will be cited and 
punished, the Mayor observed.

Sent Series of Telegrams. | 

Last night and today, FBI 
agents were stationed in relief of- 
fices in Chicago, Milwaukee, St. 
Paul, Detroit and Kansas City, 
waiting for Pollard to appear. He 
had sent a series of telegrams 
from Red Cross and Travelers’ 
Aid offices in several cities to the 
home of Mrs. Joseph Nichols, 
mother of the dead child, and to 
homes of his relatives, seeking 
money for traveling expenses. 

Detective Cpl. Walter Feld- 
meier and Police Cpl. William 
O’Connell were to leave St. Louis 
by train late today for Chicago 
to bring Pollard here. He was 
charged with first-degree murder 
in a warrant issued yesterday. 

Mrs. Nichols, mother of the mur- 
dered boy, and Mrs. Ruth Ray, 
grandmother, left St. Louis at 1 
o'clock this afternoon with the 
body, unaware that Pollard had 
been captured, 

In a simple ceremony at Police 
Headquarters shortly after noon, 
Mrs. Nichols received $50 from 
Chief of Police Jeremiah O’Con- 
nell. The money represented con- 
tributions from sympathetic St, 
Louisans. 

Mrs. Nichols wept and then 
thanked officers for their help and 
their “kind attitude.” Last night 
and Sunday night, she and her 
mother had slept in the matron’s 
room at Police Headquarters. 

Pair Almost Destitute. 

Mrs. Ray related she had to 
“rob a piggy bank of $39” to get 
money to come to St. Louis. She 
and her daughter were almost 
destitute when they arrived here 
to identify the body and assist 
police in the search for Pollard. 

George B. McSwain, agent in 
charge of the FBI in Chicago, said 
Pollard, traced with the aid of 
the Red Cross and other service 
agencies, was unarmed and of- 
fered no resistance. 

Pollard related he had traveled 
with the child since Armistice day 
and he checked into the American 
Hotel last Tuesday. 

Pollard, 26 years old, was de- 
scribed as being “very calm” after 
making his eonfession and showed 
no remorse. 

To Be Taken to St. Louis. 
FBI Agent McSwain said Pol- 
lard would be taken immediately 
before United States: Commission- 
et Edwin K. Walker, who was ex- 
pected to issue an order placing 
Pollard in custody of the United 
States Marshal for immediate re- 
moval to St, Louis. 

‘McSwain said Pollard became 
acquainted with the child’s father, 
Joseph Nichols, in the mental hos- 
pital for war veterans in Chilli- 
cothe, O., where both were pa- 
tients. 

Pollard told the FBI agents he 
went to the Nicholses home in 
Huntington, and volunteered to 
care for young Joseph so that 
Mrs. Nichols could visit her hus- 
ban in Chillocthe on Armistice 
day.

Our income for the 
year beginning next July has been 
estimated by the institute at $17,- 
660,820, giving us, with our pre- 

vious balance, a total available 
for the year of $20,394,158. 

“However, from this sum the 
institute estimates we will expend 
$19,231,393, which will leave us a 
cash balance as of July 1, 1950, 
of only $1,162,765. If past experi- 
ence is any criterion, this will not 
take us through the fall of 1950 
because we have found at least 
$1,800,000 is required during the 
summer and fall. 

“The result may be that we'll 
have to hold up a payroll or two 
in October and November 1950 
until fresh disbursements are re- 
ceived from taxes collected to 
run the schools by the city and 
state.”

Appropriation requests of Mis- 
souri state departments, boards, 
commissions and other agencies 
for governmental operations dur- 
ing the next two fiscal years of 
1949-1950 and 1950-1951, total a 
new record high of $612,158,701. 

| These requests, the “asking” 


figures of the governmental agen- 
cies for submission to the 1949 
| Legislature, are $98,935,103 greater 
than the legislative appropriations 
of $513,223,598 for operation of the 
state government in the two fiscal 
years of 1947-1948 and the current 
period of 1948-1949. : 

The state fiscal yéar begins on 
July 1 and endg on the following 
June 30. 

Subject to Reductions. 

The departmental estimates, as- 
sembled by the Division of Budget 
and Comptroller of the Depart- 
ment of Revenue, through long 
custom usually are greater than 
the departments expect to receive. 
They are subject to reduction in 
the executive budget to be trans- 
mitted to the Legislature by Gov.- 
Elect Forrest Smith after he as- 
sumes office, by the Legislature 
itself, and by executive veto. 
Smith, who will be inaugurated 
as Governor on Jan. 10, must 
transmit his budget recOmmenda- 
tions to the Legislature within 30 
days after it convenes for the 1949 
session, on Jan, 5, under the 
budget law. 

Leading the imposing list of ap- 
propriation requests for the next 
two fiscal years is the social se- 
curity requirement estimate of the 
State Division of Welfare, which 
administers old-age pensions, aid 
to dependent children, direct re- 
lief and other social security ac- 
| tivities. 

The Division of Welfare asked 
for a total of $199,166,422 from 
state and federal funds, or ap- 
proximately $100,000,000 a year. 
This annual figure compares with 
an appropriation of $74,342,400 for 
the division for the current fiscal 
year of 1948-1949. 

The social security appropria- 
tion request is approximately one 
third of the $612,158,701 total of 
requests for operation. of the en- 
tire state government, including 
state aid to public schools.

HALT TOOTH DECAY 


An Illinois dentist has an idea 
for a new method of combating 
tooth decay—a tax on sugar. 

Dr. Robert G. Kesel, University 
of Illinois Dental School professor 
who is here attending the eighth 
annual Mid-Continent Dental Con- 
gress, said the Illinois State Den- 
tal Society will prepare a bill 
authorizing such a tax and at- 
tempt to have it introduced in 
the next session of the Illinois 
Legislature. 

“If it is fair to tax gasoline to 
repair roads, certainly it is fair 
to tax sugar to repair teeth dam- 
aged by heavy use of sugar,” he 
said. 

Sugar apparently is the princi- 
pal cause of tooth decay, he 
pointed .out, and last year each 
American ate an average of 130 
pounds of sugar. One well-known 
candy bar, he said, contains seven 
teaspoonsful of sugar.

| Dies; Holder of

BALTIMORE, Nov. 23 (AP)— 
Lewis R. (Hack) Wilson, who held 
the National home run 
record, died in City Hospital to- 


day. 
He was taken to the hospital 
late yesterday when he became ill 
and doctors said he died of inter- 
nal hemorrhages complicated by a 
condition similar to pneumonia. 

* Wilson, 48, was hurt in a fall at 
his home last month and was hos- 
pitalized about a week. : 

He came to Baltimore in 1941 


and got a job in a war plant, but 


in recent years he had been an 
employe of the Municipal Parks 
Department, He started as a la- 
borer and last summer. was made 
manager of.a park swimming 


Hack broke into the majors 
with the New York Giants in 
1924 and joined the Cubs two years 
later, reaching his peake with 
them in 1930, when he smacked 
out 56 home rnus and drove in 
190 runs. The 190 R. B. Is stand as 
the major league record. 

He was bitter because he had 
never been able to find a ‘non- 
playing job in the major leagues. 
He started slipping soon after his 
great 1930 season, was involved 
in some trades, and finally bowed 
out in 1934. 

Wilson had become subject to 
fainting spells and it was in one 
of these that he fell off a bed at 
his home Oct. 4 and suffered a 
head injury. 

Hack was born in Elwood City, 
Pa., and worked in the coal mines. 
At 21 he joined the. Martinsburg, 
W. Va., team of the Blue Ridge 
League and after two years went 
to Portsmouth in the Virginia 
League. 

The New Tork Giants liked his 
.888 batting average there in 1923 
and he signed his. first major 
league contract with the Polo 
Grounders. He made an auspicious 
start with the Giants but soon 
faded and John McGraw shipped 
him off to Toledo. 

The Giants let his option larwz 
and the Cubs signed him for the 
1926 season. He batted .321 that 
year. 

After leaying the big leagues in 
1934, Wileoy 8 Martins- 
burg and spent three years there, 
operating a sporting goods store 
and managing the semi-pro Mar- 
tinsburg Blue Sox. 

He left in 1937 and in 1939 was 
in Chicago as master of ceremonies 
in a night club. Two years later 
he was in defense work in Balti- 
more, 

His first wife, a resident of 
Martinsburg, died several years 
ago. A son, Bobby, is a student 
at the University of Miami in

On 
Sunday, for example, he held the first municipal 
elections since he usurped power with the help 
of Hitler, Mussolini and his Moors. While a 
penalty for failure to vote brought out the peo- 
ple in droves, the whole business was a flimflam 
because, like all totalitarian states, Spain has a 
one-party system. 

A somewhat earlier gesture of “liberalism” 
was the publication of the Charter of Spanish 
Rights which presumably granted freedom of 
worship. Actually, Protestant worship is sanc- 
tioned only if it is private. Protestant baptism, 
marriage and burial remain illegal. Protestants 
are not allowed to open schools. They are not 
even allowed to put identifying marks on li- 
censed” chapels, or to list them in city direc- 
tories or telenhone books. No Protestant press 
is tolerated, and it is even illegal to print and 
distribute Protestant Bibles. 

Reporting on a recent trip to Spain, Bjoern 
Hallstroem, a Swedish hewspaperman, said that 
he had talked to a number of Protestant minis- 
ters who had been mistreated, fined and im- 
prisoned for their religious convictions.

2. Aiding civilian defense in the 
event of atomic war. 

3. Changing to meet the needs 
of selective service. 

James B. Conant, Harvard Uni- 
versity president and a member of 
the commission, said of the 1949 
assignment: “It’s time we open 
our eyes and become prepared for 
a long period of armed peace.”

Kirsten Flagstad, the Nor- 
wegian soprano and former main- 
stay of the Metropolitan Opera’s 
Wagnerian section, gave her 
nounced recital last night in Kiel 
Auditorium before an audience 
numbering about 1000. More than 


10 years have passed since Mme. 
Flagstad last sang in St. Louis, 
but none ef the events of that 
troubled period seems to have had 
any measurable effect on her 
voice. Its special timbre, its 
freshness, its power of projection 
and its free, easy production were 
much the same as ever. The only 
noticeable flaw was an occasional 
tightness and tendency to spread 
at the top. 

Her program, though not very 
exciting, was well suited to show 
off her best qualities as a lieder 
singer. Three songs by Beethoven 
—“Busslied,” Andenken“ and 
“Die Ehres Gottes”—were trans- 
mitted with a beautiful floating 
tone and a breadth of phrase that 
gave them an impressive dignity. 
More intimate sentiments were in- 
volved in the German group that 
followed. “Der Himmelhat Eine 
Traune Geweint” and “Liebes- 
lied” by Schumann, and “Morgen- 
stimmung“ by Hugo Wolf were 
examples of songs that were 
gracefully modeled and adequate- 
ly explored emotionally. The 
same was true of her Norwegian 
group except tHat they had a 
slight additional glow of homely 
feeling. Grieg’s “I Love Tou“ 
also sung in Norwegian and pre- 
sented as an encore—had a 
moving and wunhackneyed sim- 
plicity. 

In the three groups mentioned 
the audience was certainly given 
a rich measure of radiant sound 
and finely schooled delivery. 
Nevertheless, the effect was lim- 
ited, not only because the songs 
themselves were limited in scope, 
but because the singer showed no 
evidence of wide interpretive pow- 
ers or an ability to make sharp 
differentiations in style. Obviously 
Mme. Flagstad's temperament is 
better suited to opera than to 
lieder. 

In her program she allowed her- 
self only two operatic excerpts. 
The “Liebestod” from “Tristan” 
was not a ,ood choice, since the 
significant line is in the orches- 
tra.

The technique was described to 
the American Academy of Pedi- 
atrics yesterday by Dr. John D.

MINE INSPECTION PLAN 
STUDIED BY STEVENSON 


Wants Agents in Civil Service 
Not Interested in Presi- 
dency, He Says. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23 (AP)— 
Democratic Governor-elect Adlai 
T. Stevenson of Illinois said yes- 
terday he is “not interested” in 
any higher political office than the 
governorship.” 

Stevenson arrived in the capital 
by train after the private plane 
in which he left Southern Pines, 
N. C., was grounded at Richmond, 
Va., by bad weather. 

Since his victory over Gov. 
Dwight H. Green, a Republican, 
Stevenson has been mentioned as 
possible presidential timber for 


1952. He told a reporter, however, 
that he had “no higher political 
ambitions.” 

“T will have all I can do to 
handle state affairs,” Stevenson 
said. “They will occupy my whole 
and undivided attention.” 

Stevenson said his visit to Wash- 
ington will be devoted to getting 
acquainted with heads of various 
federal agencies from which IIli- 
nois obtains money. 

Stevenson said he had discussed 
the placement of Illinois mine in- 
spection service under ‘strict civil 
service in a conference with James 
Boyd, director of the Bureau of 
Mines in the Interior Department. 

“Of course that is what I urged 
100 times in campaign speeches,” 
Stevenson said. “I told Boyd I 
wanted to clean up the mine de- 
partment and that I wondered why 
we have had all this trouble and 
other states have not.” 

Stevenson said that at his sug- 
gestion, Boyd is preparing a com- 
plete file on the case for civil 
service and that he expects to re- 
ceive it soon from the federal di- 
rector. He added that one of the 
great problems was the duplica- 
tion of federal and state inspec- 
tion and the lack of power of en- 
forcement by the federal branch 
of its recommendations.

PARIS, Nov. 23 (AP)—Britain 
will inform its Brussels pact allies 
soon that a Western European. 
parliament is beyond present-day 
achievement, authoritative British 
sources said today. 

A committee of representatives 
‘of the Brussels alliance powers— 
Britain, France, Belgium, The 
Netherlands and Luxembourg 
will meet here Friday to begin a 
study of how to promote greater 
European unity. The meeting was 
to have been held tomorrow, but 
because of Belgium’s political cri- 
sis, it was postponed. 

Last month, when the five pow- 
ers announced they were asking 
the United States and Canada to 
join with them in a North Atlan- 
tic defense pact, France and Bel- 
gium proposed the establishment 
of a Western European consulta- 
tive parliament. 

Reasons for Position. 

The British informants said 
their Labor government felt it 
was not feasible now to convoke 
such a parliament because it be- 
lieves: 

1. Members of the proposed 
parliament would not. represent, 
in the democratic sense, any 
group of people because it, would 
not be possible now to hold 
elections on a representative 
basis. 

2. Continental unity, with a 
solid base established chiefly 
through economic co-operation, 
should precede such a parlia- 
ment. 

3. Formation of such a parlia- 
ment would just be going 
through the motions of federat- 
ing Europe, would accomplish 
nothing and might damage what 
practical political unity now ex- 
ists in Western Europe. 
American interest in the five- 
power talks was made apparent 
last week when John Foster 
Dulles, American delegate to the 
United Nations, told a private 
group that Europe must unite or 
perish. 

Dulles made it plain he was 
talking as an individual, but 
American officials said he had 
cleared the speech with Secretary 
of State George C. Marshall. 

The results of the committee 
talks will be reported to the five- 
nation foreign ministers, who will 
meet here in January. 

Agenda Not Given. 

French and British officials 
were unable to say today what 
the agenda for Friday’s meeting 
will be. It is known, however, 
that in addition to a Western 
Europe parliament, a British plan 
for establishing a Western Euro- 
pean council of ministers will be 
discussed. The ministers, ap- 
pointed by and responsible to their 
individual governments, would 
deal with matters of common con- 
cern, 

The committee is also expected 
to study Winston Churchill's 
project for a United States of 
Europe. Advocates of this plan 
from many nations recently at- 
tended a promotional meeting at 
The Hague. 

Churchill often has clashed with 
British Prime Minister Clement 
Attlee on what steps are neces- 
sary to achieve European unity. 
The wartime Prime Minister and 
his fellow Conservative party 
members claim the British Labor 
Government’s Socialism binds it 
to link up only with Socialistic- 
minded states.

mary use of the “treadmill,” and 
the association of its name with 
endless labor, takes us to a ma- 
chine employed in agriculture, 
whose power was furnished by the 
‘movement of animals or men on 
the treads or steps of an endless, 
cylindrical band. 

However, the most popular ref- 
erence of the word “treadmill” has 
been to a penal device formerly 
ih use ‘in prisons in Great Britain. 
Inmates condemned to hard labor 
worked such a wheel by treading 
the steps on its ciircumference, 
sometimes wit a handrail for 
support, in the ceaseless and ex- 
hausing exercise which might be 
productive labor 
strictly punitive and unproductive. 

Thus “walking a treadmill” is 
an apt phrase for labor that is 
unending and without reward, an 
allusion to treading continuous 
and getting nowhere.

This was extremely satisfactory 
to those East-West pairs who had 
stayed out of the bidding and let 
the opponents hang themselves, 
but at one table the East player 
was not disposed to take such a 
“passive” attitude.

Then there's 
a powerful new version of “Red- 
skin Rhumba” by Charlie Barnet 
and the novelty “Daddy-O” per. 7s 
formed by the Page Cavanaugh BENNY GOODM AN 

Trio and Songstress Jeri Sullivan. Completing the book are two 
sides of “A Song Was Born” (based on the largo or “Goin’ Home” 
theme of Dvorak’s “New World Symphony”), First sides spots the 
Golden Gate Quartet, The Brazilians, Miss Sullivan and a Louis 
Armstrong vocal. Second is a jam session by Tommy Dorsey, Arm- 
strong, Barnet, Pianist Powell, Goodman and others. Capitol borrowed 


artists from other recording firms for the album, proceeds of which 


will go to the Damon Runyon Memorial Fund for cancer research. 
Mr. Petrillo let the musicians donate their services. Jazz of a different 
type is heard in a new Columbia album starring the old master, 
Sidney Bechet. With rhythm, Bechet puts his soprano sax through 
solos on “Laura,” “Just One of Those Things,” “Love for Sale” and 
“Shake Em Up.” Bob Wilbur’s Wildcats are with Bechet on “Kansas 
City Man Blues,” “Polka Dot Rag,” “Spreadin’ Joy” and “I Had It, 
but It’s All Gone Now.”
